Bom  William  Kenny,  on  April  15,  1904  ,  in  Lowell,  Massachu- 

setts,  he  left  home  as  a  teenager,  to  complete  his  high  school  studies  at 
the  Xaverian  Brothers  Juniorate  in  Old  Point  Comfort,  Virginia.  On 
January  7,  1920,  he  entered  the  Xaverian  Brothers’  novitiate. ..and,  on 
August  15th  of  that  year,  received  his  habit  and  took  as  his  religious 
name,  Kevin. 

For  the  first  sixteen  years  of  his  professional  career,  Brother  Kevin 
taught  in  Virginia.  During  the  next  five  years,  he  taught  in  Lowell, 
Massachusetts.  Then,  in  1942,  his  superiors  called  him  to  become 
Novice  Master  and  charged  him  with  the  formation  of  young  men  entering 
the  Xaverian  Brothers. ...In  1969,  he  came  to  Malden  Catholic  to  retire. 
God  had  other  plans.  Instead  of  retiring,  for  the  last  twenty-one  years,  he 
served  as  Freshman  Guidance  Counselor  at  Malden  Catholic,  helping 
thousands  of  young  men  make  the  transition  from  grade  to  high  school, 
encouraging  each  of  them  to  give  school  and  life  their  best  shots. 


Seventy  years,  a  Xaverian  Brother.  Sixty-nine  years  in  the  aposto- 
late  of  education.  Twenty-five  years  as  Novice  Master.  And  twenty-one 
years  as  a  Guidance  Counselor  at  Malden  Catholic.. .  .T o  this  day,  his  care 
continues  to  nurture  the  efforts  of  many  of  us  Xaverians  to  accomplish  for 
God,  our  Church,  and  those  committed  to  our  care,  what  we  could  never 
have  accomplished  had  he  not  cared  so  much.. ..He  examplified  what  it 
truly  means  to  be  a  Brother.  He  showered  us  with  his  unselfish  care.

Ask  the  thousands  of  Malden  Catholic  freshmen  who  received  a  caring 
handshake  from  him,  or  a  thoughtful  telephone  call  on  their 
birthdays. ...Thoughtfulness  was  the  senstive  hand  with  which  Brother 
Kevin  fulfilled  his  call  from  God  to  lead  those  given  to  his  care...
